According 
to the residents of Chongjin, the ship carries "many" zuns, and this wes the 
second time it had been in Chongjin Harbor during the lest year. 


9. On 19 June, a Soviet steamship of approximately 1,200 tons arrived in Chongjin 
from Wonsan where it had taken on a cargo of rice, cora, kaoliang, vegetables, and 
meat. Shortly after arriving in Chongjin the ship left for Vladivostok (with 
the cargo of foodstuffs7). The shipts crew was compossd of Soviets and Koreans. 


20. At 11:00 a.m. on 20 June, the Odessa left for Wonsan. It was rumored in Chongjin 
that the Odessa was to take on board at Wonsan a large number of (Korean) laborers 
who had been recruited for work in the Sakhalin and Okhotsie (143-24, 59-22) areas, 
and that (Korean) laborers recruited from Wonsan, Hamhung and Chongjin were to 
leave for the USSR in the middle of July. I+ was also rumored that 9,000 
laborers had already been recruited (? from Wonsan, Hamhung, and Chongjin?) to 
leave for the USSR and that approximately another 30,090 laborers were expected 
to be recruited. 


42. On 21 June, the Taimon Maru (see paragraph 1 of this raport) left for Sakhalin 
after taking on board a cargo of 500 tons of coal, charcoal, lumber and steel. 


12. On 22 June, a Soviet steamship of epproximately 700 tcas and with the markings 
Bee33 arrived in Chongjin from Hamhung. 


33. On 24 June, 500 cane of gasoline and 100 cans of heavy oil were stored in the 
Chongjin harbor area for shipment to Viadivoatok, The oil and sapere had 
arrived in Chongjin by rail from Pyongyang on 15 June.
